Letter from Rev. W. Colton, U. 8. N. 


We have been permitted to make the following extracts | 


from a letter of the Rev. Walter Colton, from Monterey, 
California, to a gentlemen of this town, which we doubt 
not will be read with interest.— Amherst Express. 
United States Frigate Congress, 
Monterey, California, July 7%, 1816 
My Dean Brorner :—Though it is now 
past midnight, and the ship which takes our 
mail is tosail at daybreak, yet I must hurry 


off a line to you: My last letter was dated 


at Callao, in Peru. We run from that place 


to the Sandwich Islands in twenty-eight days | 


—the distance is more than twice as great as 
that from New York to Liverpool—tremen- 
We had no gales, but a splen- 


handred and forty miles aday. As we cross- 


ed the equator, there were showers in a del- 


uge, and it was hot almost beyond endurance. 
We saw no land, met no ship, but enormous 
whales threw up their water-spouts around us. 
I was delighted with the Sandwich Islands ; 


they are as wild asthe cones of their extinguish- 
ed volcanoes, which still tower toward heaven, 


and frown inf savage grandeur on the sea. 


The missionaries were very hospitable and 


attentive to us, We visited all their schools, 
and were highly delighted. ‘They are doing 
an immense amoant of good. I spoke in their 
great stone church to some three thousand 

rsons, on the christian sympathy felt in the 
Daited States for them—and then told them 
Commodore Stockton was present, and | hop- 
ed he would consent to address them—he was 
sitting by the side of the king—came for- 
ward and spoke for an hour with fervency 
and effect, on the benefits of the christian re- 
ligion, etc. The king and high chief came 
up at the close, and thanked us for our ad- 
dresses. We raised two hundred dollars on 
board our ship to aid the seamen’s chaplain 
at the Port of Honolulu, and sailed for this 
port,which we reached in twenty-three days— 
the distance is nearly three thousand miles. 
Here we found all California in a state of in- 
surrection, and our flag flying over Monte- 
rey. We have taken possession of this place 
and its splendid bay of San Francisco. Gen. 
Castro, who commands the Mexican forces 
here, has withdrawn his troops into the south. 
Commodore Stockton has just despatched the 
ship of war Cyane, with Capt. Fremont and

Miss Elethea E. Moulton. 


Died, at the Female Seminary at Jackson- 
ville, Morgan Co., Illinois, Oct. 7th, Miss 
Elethea E., eldest daughter of Mr. Samuel 
and Mrs, Lucinda F. Moulton of Waverly, in 
the same county. 

She was born Sept. 12, 1828, among the 
Choctaw Indians, in the State of Mississippi, 
where she resided until the removal of her 
parents with the Indians to their new country 
west, on Red river. In the spring of 1837, 
her parents, on account of ill health, retired 
from their interesting field of labor among 
the Choctaws, and subsequently settled in 
Illinois. 

In her early life she was unusually amiable, 
and by her modest and unassuming manners, 
her filial affection and teager regard for oth- 
ers, she won the love and esteem of all who 
knew ber. She was characterized by an ar- 
dent love of nature, a self-sacrificing spirit 
for the good of others, and an exquisite sensi- 
bility, so much so as to cause trembling so- 
licitude for her on the part of friends.

Thomas Clarkson's Last Moments. 


The Globe publishes extracts from a letter 
to Mr. Soul, from a clergyman at Playford, | 
containing the following interesting particu- 
lors of the last moments of this venerable | 
philanthropist :-— 

He had become seriously worse during the | 
last three weeks, and finally took to his bed | 
on Saturday week. His strength was much | 
enfeebled previously ; but, till he was driven 
to his bed, he gave his mind to matters of| 
public good. The interests and hardships of 
our mercantile seamen last engaged his feel- | 
ings. After he was laidon his bed, I do not | 
recollect that he entered upon external mat- | 
ters, but gave his mind much to prayer, and 
was unwilling to be interrupted in the prayer- 
ful course of his thoughts upon the future. | 
He announced that he had made his peace 
with God, and addressed to a friend, before 
too weak, what he designed to be, I believe, | 
a definite statement of his views upon the | 
cardinal point of man’s hopes, and his own | 
reliance upon it for the future disposal of his | 
soul. | 

On Thursday evening, Mr. Clarkson sub-| 
sided into sleep or uncousiousness, during the | 
continuance of which, he did not stir or| 
speak. On Friday evening, he roused up, 
with his physical powers much reduced, so | 
that, as he mentioned some of his attendants | 
by name, he could not articulate his wishes | 
fur litle matters to be done for his ease and 
comfort. tle now spoke with imploring 
looks, and with agitated and clasped hands : 
he was, however, incapable of receiving or 
enjoying any attentions ; and thus, after, I 
ear, some suffering, relapsed into a calm, 
about ten minutes before his death, and gen- 
tly breathed his last about quarter past three, 
on Saturday morning, in the presence of his 
family, save his grandson, Thomas and my-| 
self. 

It is singular that the last letter directed 
to him before his departure, (or immediately 
afier, 1 furget which,) was one from the 
Prime Minister, acknowledging his pamphlet | 
respecting the seamen ! 

This seems to realize the common expres- 
sion, ‘dying in harness.’ A long letter ac- 
companied the pamphlet, indited in much 
weakness—it was his last letter.

UNITARIAN CONVENTION. 


Some of the proceedings of the late Unita- 
rian Convention at Philadelphia come properly 
under our notice, especially as we wish to keep 
our readers informed of the its of that 
denomination, as well 2s of others. And first of 
all, the organization ceremony being over, we find 
the first “fitting word of welcome” to be, that 
they had “ not come together to define a creed, 
or to guard a creed already defined.” Thus, as 
was natoral, the uppermost and the great idea of 
Unitarianism came first to the birth; and the old, 
splenetic hatred of creeds having been duly set 
forth, the way was prepared to proceed to other 
things. The speaker, to have been consistent 
should have added, that neither had they come 
together to define their views of the Bible, nor 
to guard the Bible, nor to adopt it, as a rule of 
faith, for while Unitarians spurn a “man-made” 
creed, they also reject 1 God-made Bible, except 
as it is mutilated, expurgated, hewn down, to fit 
@ man-made system of religion. 

But there were some things said st the 
above convention, which, taken by themselves, 
look quite orthodox. For example, the Chris- 
tian World, (Boston) reports Rev. Mr. Osgood 
of Provid as g in the views 
of Christ expressed by Wm. Penn, Neander, 
Whately, and Professor Stuart of Andover, 
“whose independent mind,” he says, “will at 
times appear in spite of his ecclesiastical tram- 
mels and wearisome pedantry.” And then to 
show his meaning he adds, “If 1 understand 
the Andover philologian correctly, he objects to 
the use of the word person, in defining the dis- 
tinctions between the three forme in which the 
Deity is manifested in the gospel.” 

It would be in the highest degree gratifying to 
know that Mr. Osgood had intelligently adopted 
Professor Stuart's views; but we are denied

plained, he continues to use the word person in 
all his writings, and to prove from the scriptures 
that to the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, belong 
equal divine attributes. Mr. Osgood therefore 
is not « Unitarian, or he qnoted Professor 
Stuart ignorantly and foolish!y ; probably the lat- 
ter. And what do our Unitarians friends expect 
to gain by such onwarrentable statements? 
They may blind sume of their hearers to the real 
diffrence between their own faith and that of 
the Orthodox, but we cannot think thet such « 
policy will gain the respect, even of well in- 
formed Unitarians, much lees of others. 

We might say similar things of the effort of 
nearly all the speakers at the above conven- 
tion, to build upon the foundations of William 
Penn. It reminds us of « similar effort which 
has been often made on ground consecrated by 
the labors and the ashes of Rev. John Eliot, to 
beautify the Unitarian temple with that “ polish- 
ed stone.” Penn and Eliot were Unitariens sfter 
the fashion of Moses Stuart, and having seen the 
living man's enveloped in fog, we 
cannot wonder that that of the dead should be 
prematurely entombed. 

We speak of these things freely, without for- 
getting that many tme and noble sentiments 
were uttered at the Philadelphia convention.

DR. SCUDDER IN BOSTON. 
On Sabbath morning last, Rev. Dr. Scudder of 
the Tamul mission, preached at Bowdoin street 
church, from Prov. 22: 6; “Train up a child in 


| the way which he should go, and when he is old 


he will not depart from it.” His sermon was ad- 
dressed to christian mothers, and he began by say- 
ing that the child was the father of the man, and 
repeated the saying of the French infidel, “ give 
me the first five years of a child's life, and | will 
teach it to break every law, human and divine.” 
He urged upon mothers the necessity of early en- 
listing the sympathy of their children in the cause 
of missi and tained that this might be 
commenced when the child was two or three 
years of age. Let the child be shown a picture of 
a mother throwing her child to the crocodile, and 
told that it is the Bible that has made us to differ, 
and taught the importance of sending the Bible to 
the heathen to prevent such cruelties. In this 
way the sympathy of the child might early be en- 
listed. 

Mothers should early teach their children to 
make sacrifices for the heathen. Instead of al- 
lowing them to spend their cents at candy or toy 
shops, they should be taught to practice self-dem- 
al. Dr. 8. related an anecdote respecting a cler- 
gyman at the West, who, when he was a boy had 
two centa, which he purposed to spend at a military 
review, but by the influence of his mother was in- 
duced to throw them into the missionary box.

He stated another case, in which a pious woman 
said to a boy four years old, “ you must be a good 
boy and become a minister.”

Long Storm—Dr. Bacon's Sermon—Science and Chris- } 
tianity— Departure of Missionaries—Day of Fasting—_ 
War—The Telegraph. | 

New York Ciry, Nov. 14, 1846. | 


Messrs. Eprrors:—As an offset to the long | 
season of delightful autumn we had been enjoying, | 
we have had two weeks of almost unintermitted 
storm. Easterly winds and influenzas are predom- | 
inant, and winter seems to be setting in, for once 
in this latitude, as a rainy season. 

Notwithstanding the storm of Sabbath eve, a 
large audience assembled in the Tabernacle to | 
hear repeated by Dr. Bacon his celebrated sermon, 
at the Inauguration of President Woolsey. This 
time it was delivered in behalf of the Society for 
Promoting Collegiate Education at the West, and 
as no less appropriate than on the occasion of its 
first delivery. 

The text was chosen from St. Paul’s address 
to the Athenians, Acts 17; and the speaker, after 
presenting the condition of heathen philosophy at 
that time, announced as his subject, “The bear- 
ings of christianity on the intellectual progress of 
man ;” and proceeded to state certain great truths 
in science, which have been made known to «nen 
by the Bible. 

The ancien’ philosophers had no idea of one 
God. The world by wisdom knew not God. They 
thought the substance of the universe necessarily 
eternal, Hence creation was to them an absurdi- 
ty. They had no idea of the universal providence 
of God. Some partial care over their creatures 
they indeed attributed to their deities; but since 
they had no idea of the unity of God, they could 
have no idea of the great plan of providence, com- 

prehending the range of the universe, and embrac- 
ing the manifold and diverse events of the whole 


system. The universe was to them destitute of | 


aruler and a guide, vast and complicate indeed, 
but uncontrolled by infinite wisdom and power. 

Without revelation, philosophy was entirely ig- 
norant of the unity of the human race. The Athe- 
nians believed themselves the offspring of Miner- 
va. Every nation had its tutelary divinity, and its 
peculiar origin. The Bible first declared that 
“God made of one blood al) nations of men.” 

The heathen philosophers knew nothing of the 
fact that God had interposed for the recovery of 
an apostate and miserable race, and they were ut- 
terly ignorant of the great system of divine moral 
government, in its clear outline, with its lines 
all converging to the great day which God hath ap- 
pointed, in which he shall judge the earth. 

There was among the ancients no science prop- 
erly so called. The Bible lays the foundation for 
it. It teaches that the universe is one; and sub- 
ordinate to the plan and government of an infinite 
mind. Of the relations of christianity to the science 
of duty it is needless tospeak. Philosophers were 
utterly ignorant of it; they were forever wrang- 
ling about the summum bonum, the to kalon and 
the to prepon, but the great law of reciprocity, 
though written on their consciences, was never 
seen, till it was enthroned in the word of God. 

Christianity is related to the science of govern- 
ment. Government is one of God's arrangements, 
adapted to carry out the plans of his providence ; 
and when its divine authority is disregarded or 
denied, it can be applied only by force. 

Dr. B. proceeded to notice the influence of chris- 
tianity wpon the sciences of mind, of language 
and of history. History, said he, is God's. It has 
‘unity in it. He controls the destiny of nations ; 
and the events of succecding ages are but so many 
links in the great chain of his operations. It is 
only when we look at God’s providence in history, 
that we get a true idea of it; without that it is a 
mere collection of facts; but a science is built 
upon facts, by deductions from them ; by classify- 
ing and generalizing. Edwards, in his great his- 
tory of redemption, first illustrated the science of 
history, by presenting the great Disposer of events, 
arranging them to the accomplishment of a pur- 
pose, and by all these compiicated movements 
working out a harmonious plan to a glorious end. 

The concluding inference was then forcibly 
drawn, that the Bible should hold the first place in 
every institution of science. 

On Wednesday, Dr. and Mrs. Scudder, and Rev. 
Wm. Scudder and lady left this city for Boston, 
about to embark for India, a number of their friends 
“ccompanying them to their place of embarkation. 
Rey. Eli Smith and lady left this port for Mar- 
seilles,on their way to Syria, on Thursday, Nov. 
5; the ship remained in the lower bay until the 
following Tuesday, waiting for favorable weather. 

Thursday was appointed by the synod of New 
York and New J: rsey, as a day of fasting and 
prayer in the churches under their charge, in view 
of the present dearth of revivals. The meetings 
were, as I learn, numerously attended. As yet, 
everything is full of gloom, “ the heavens are brass 
over our heads ;” and that not here alone, but 
“the whole land mourneth.” ‘There is indeed an 
outward respect paid to religion and sacred things, 
perhaps much greater than a few years since, but 
when have we heard of the great “ increase of con 
verts,” and what will become of the church, with 
all the respect of unconverted men, if her numbers 
decline, and her dying ranks are no Jonger filled ? 

Permit me to inquire here of those who direct 
the church, whether the present political aspect 
of the country is not full of danger to her prosper- 
ity?
